CENTRAL STATES 


London, Feb. 14—Forty-two per¬ 
sons have been sentenced to death 
and 1.262 to varloulf terms of impris¬ 
onment as an outgrowth of a three 
and a half months* campaign against 
bribery in Russia, according to an 
announcement uumL> to-day by Ni¬ 
kolai Krylenko, Prosecutor in the 
Supreme Revolutionary Tribunal. 

Most of those found guilty were 
sentenced to from one to two years* 
imprisonment, although some re¬ 
ceived sentences up to ten years. 
Numbers of minor offenders were 
merely deprived of citizenship. Hun¬ 
dreds of other caeca are yet to be 
tried.

VnEMKEIM 

Wrong Varieties and Poor 
Grading, Chief Sources of 
Poor Returns. 

F. R. Stewart, head of Jhe well- 
known wholesale fruit and produce 
firm of F. R. Stewart A Co. last 
night received a warm welcome froiri 
Victoria wholesale and retail fruit 
dealers gathered al the Chamber of 
Commerce room* to dincuns market¬ 
ing problems with Saanlck growers: 

Invited by Chairman J. D. O'Con¬ 
nell to give his experience aud ad¬ 
vice. Mr. Stewart said, "the chief 
difficulty I bellffff the growers are 
encountering la, they have not 
studied the' market and Ita require¬ 
ments. The varieties 6f fruit grown 
la legion. 

•'The same mistake has been made 
throughout British Co l om bi a. The 
men who went Into the i ikanagan 
knew nothing. They asked what 
kind of Xpplqg to plant. I bhrme the 
Provincial Horticultural Department 
for much of the advice given. 

A Ready Lessen Ignored. 

"Instead of looking to Oregon and 
Washington, where growers were 
cutting down varieties, the Depart¬ 
ment was advising the growing of 
those vary varieties then being dis¬ 
carded. 

"At that time my firm urged fewer 
varieties and the planting of longer 
keeping de s criptions." h* said. 

Wgal bfw the result? hun¬ 
dreds of thousands Of trro* aee 
coming Into bearing, such ns the 
Duchess, Jonathawr^e Mdntnah-Rad 
which must be marketed at once, with 
result the market price must suffer. 

, "In the Interior the result in. 
growers are being given a limited 
time to cut down or top graft those 
trees to more suitable varieties. 

Bummer Market Bure. 

~ln a few months, when the 
varieties of British Columbia ami 
Vanco u ver Inl a nd *t*pl**a rotted or 
consumed, there will be a market for 
apples, a profitable one, and there Is 
only one source available, the 
United States. At times It has been 
possible to bring In Australian apples 
because of the lack of local fruit. 

"No persons ha\e done more than 
my firm to urge a remedy for this 
condition by standardizing this Pro¬ 
vince on keeping fruit," declared Mr. 
Stewart. 

lie advised abandonment of plum 
and pr u ne -g ro wi ng , -duw to. universal 
plum rot His reason was the poor 
market for that fruit on the prglnes 
land the lack nf profit‘In the local 

J market. 

Wealthy, gravenstein and king ap¬ 
ples grow to perfection on Vancou¬ 
ver laland. he said, but being early 
frutt euffer from marttet flooding, 
and compete with eaMi other for 
haaty selling. Mr. Stewart was vesy 
qualified in hia approval of their 
production. 

Shortsighted Course. 

He recalled the action of Vancou¬ 
ver Island fruitgrowers In getting 
the Canadian Pacific Railway to 
charge a higher freight on cars Of 
mixed, local and American apptel. 
This had resulted In abandonment of 
all efforts to sell the local fruit, 
which would havs altered In markets 
already created for American pro¬ 
duce. but could not he sold In large 
quantities such os car lota Imply. 

Must Grade te Exist. 

Mr. Stewart hoped the growers of 
B aa alo h would Improve their tracking 
and grading methods "and so keep 
the apple industry in existence." 
Storage Advice. 

Asked by R. E. Col Ms regarding the 
cold storage of early apples. Mr. 
Stewart said: "It Is a huge mistake. 
Rather grow late apples, that do not 
■have To go Into cold storage. There 
are any number of varieties of late 
applee which will keep without re¬ 
frigeration. They wilt he grown 
eventually, and they will successfully 
compete with early apples carrying 
cold storage coats." 

Mr. Stewart emphasized the 
picking all applee at maturity. Too 
many growers picked when con- 
enJent. "and It la my theory that 
much of this brown rot Is due to the 
fruit remaining too long on the 
tree." he aaid. 

"Put your late apples In cold stor¬ 
age. so you will he able to supply- a 
profitable market up to July." he 
summarized. 

Vegetables and Orientals. 

Me. Stewart was asked if ha 
thought there was any real future 
for the white grower of vegetables, 
and said he considered the Oriental 
a real menace, one of the serious 
problems of the Province, but white 
men of skill and -capital had made a 
success of the business and possibly 
would continue so to do.

"Practically no real marketing of 
tree fruits has been tried In Saanich, 
though the result of co-operative 
berry selllnt has been very good." he

"The grade, color, slxe and general 
quality of plum* for Instance, are 
very good, the finest that could he 
desired, hut Individual growers can¬ 
not make up car*. It l* n case for 
co-operative work, the grades have 
got to he maintained." he said after 
describing experiences at Calgarv In 
marketing Vancouver Island fruit.
